It looks like it will be up 
to the Senate to write any 
tax bill that is to come out 
of this session, since the House 
seems lo be hopelessly split.

plete the second week of the 
Special Session the Governor 
has called for tho purpose of 
taking up the tax problems 
of the State Government of 
the State of Texas.

House has passed the Sandahl 
amendment to ILB 20, which 
is a sales tax with a $5.00 de­ 
duct ial item. This

scription drug along with the 
$5.00 exemption.

Carriker, for. Our opinion in 
voting against 
this bill was 
that 
it 
is impossible to ad­ 
minister just taxes and audit 
the merchants’ 
books 
The 
merchants of our State are 
made 
tax 
collectors 
now’. 
Then by the passage of this 
bill thev have to have addit­ 
ional 
book 
keepirv 
proeeed- 
ures to register every sale of 
each item and how much the 
item sold for in order to pay 
the proper amount of tax. For 
this reason, we cannot 
vote 
this type of sales tax. 
A tax bill must 
fall 
on 
everyone equally, and this tax 
bill has not helped the low 
income group of 
people 
in 
Texas, and we do not believe 
the people of Texas 
would 
want the Legislature to pass a 
tax bill that is unfair to the 
merchants and makes 
them 
tax collectors 
We did not get any letters 
from our District in regard to 
this type of tax; however, we 
believe that the people would 
not recommend this type of 
a tax bill. If we are going to 
get the blame for a sales tax, 
we believe it should be again­ 
st 
the 
part exempting gro­ 
ceries and prescription drugs.

The following editorial from 
the 
National 
Foundation is 
being carried as a public ser­ 
vice even though it is going 
to get me in trouble with my 
wife since I haven't found the 
time to get my shots yet. 
When controversy leads to 
public enlightenment, we’re all 
for it. But there are times 
when controversy results 
in 
public confusion, with disas 
trous results This is particul­ 
arly true when experts clash 
on technical points that can­ 
not be grasped 
quickly 
by 
those of us without scientific 
background. 
We fervently hope the re­ 
cent controversy over the rel­ 
ative m erits of polio vaccines 
will 
not 
discourage 
parents 
from seeing that their families 
are given a full series of Salk 
shots immediately. This is the 
critical time of year when the 
unprotected are most exposed 
to the polio attack. The Salk 
vaccine is available now. It 
is more than 90 per cent effec­ 
tive in 
preventing paralytic 
polio. Those who 
have 
not 
been vaccinated are gambling 
against the possibility of be­ 
ing crippled for life through 
their own negligence. 
W hether or not the Sabin 
live-virus vaccine is a better 
vaccine than Dr. Salk’s is a 
m atter for scientists and phy­ 
sicians to decide—later. The 
National 
Foundation, 
which 
financed all the research lead­ 
ing to both vaccines with funds 
contributed to the March of 
Dimes, gives the only sound 
advice which parents can fol­ 
low. It points out that, since 
no live-virus vaccine has yet 
been licensed for distribution, 
since you cannot get live-virus

TRAILERS NOW 


AUSTIN 
New license plates 
for farm trailers not used for 
hire are now available, accord­ 
ing to Bob A. Lilly, Texas 
Farm Bureau 
legislative dir­ 
ector. 
Lilly said 
the Department 
of Public Safety has advised 
him that the $5.00 license tags 
are now in county tax collec­ 
tors' offices across the state. 
Owners of farm trailers of be­ 
tween 4,000 and 10,000 pounds 
gross weight must have these 
tags displayed on their trail­ 
ers in accordance with a new 
law passed during the regular 
session of the 57th Legislature. 
The law also provides a 30- 
m.p.h. speed limit, but exem­ 
pts trailers 
up 
to 
10,000 
pounds gross from brake re­ 
quirements. 
The DPS indicated that it 
will give trailer owners “rea­ 
sonable” period 
of 
time to 
secure the tags before strict 
enforcement begins, Lilly said. 
The law became effective with 
the 
Governor's 
signing 
of 
House Bill 1082. 
the 
farm 
trailer bill, on May 29, hut 
the new tags were not avail­ 
able until just recently 
Lilly said 
that the Texas

Farm Bureau has been attem p­ 
ting to secure passage of a 
farm trailer law for several 
years. He explained that the 
$5.00 license cost was a com­ 
promise to forestall a veto of 
the hill. 
The TFB legislative director 
said that 
the new 
law was 
necessary 
to permit 
farmers 
to continue using their ti" 1- 
ers to haul farm products, i’he 
DPS had warned that it was 
planning to begin strict 
en­ 
forcement of trailer licensing 
laws if a special farm trailer 
law 
were 
not 
enacted this 
vear. Before the new law was 
passed, farmers were required 
by 
law to obtained commer­ 
cial licenses for trailers over 
4,000 
pounds 
gross 
weight 
even though 
they 
normally 
use their trailers for only a 
few’ weeks each year. 
Farm ers who fail to obtain 
tags will he subject to a fine 
and also must immediately reg­ 
ister their trailer as a com­ 
mercial trailer and obtain a 
commercial license plate. 
A 
commercial license for a 10,- 
000 pound trailer would cost 
$55.00
